Your Plan for Profit — 


A model self-service hardware store—display- 
ing a wide range of products manufactured in 
Canada—attracted much attention at the 1965 
International Hardware Trades Fair. Many visitors 
to the Canadian Exhibit found the concept of a self- 
service operation very appealing. Canadian Govern- 
ment and industry representatives at the Fair 
answered many questions about the operation of 
this type of retail outlet. 


Because the model store was such a success in 
1965, the Department of Trade and Commerce 
decided to repeat the display in 1966. Again, many 
Canadian manufacturers have sent their products 
to Britain, and a well-stocked model hardware store 
is a special feature of the Canadian Exhibit. 


Canadian hardware dealers are enthusiastic 
about the advantages of self-service operation. 
Sales increases of as much as 60 per cent have 
been reported by dealers who have made the change. 

At the same time, there has been no increase 
in operational costs. In fact, overhead is often re- 
duced because a greater volume of business has 
resulted without the addition of extra staff. 


A few basic principles of self-service marketing 


are worth the consideration of dealers interested in 
this type of operation. 


1. Set up a well-balanced arrangement of modern 
fixtures which offers maximum display. The ar- 
rangement should lead the customer past all goods 
and permit him to see, handle, note the price and 
decide to buy. 


2. Divide merchandise into proper departments on 
wall and island fixtures. Prepare seasonal displays 
and attractive windows to encourage impulse 
buying. In some larger shops, carts are provided for 
customer convenience. 


3. Locate a check-out counter with cash register 
near the front door. At peak periods the cashier 
should handle only the cash. No telephone should 
be located at the check-out counter and the cashier 
should not be interrupted, as this retards the flow of 
customers and money. 

4. Have trained sales people available to help 
customers if they seek help. 


In every case studied in Canada where shops 
have check-out counters, the percentage of salary 
expense was reduced due to an increased volume of 
business with no increase in staff.
